THAT as a Conſideration for the ſeveral Officers paying the ſaid Sums of Mo- 


ney, the ſaid reſpective Officers not having diſpoſed of their Places in their re- 
ſpective Life · times, which they may at any time do to a fit and proper Perſon, by 


any Writing under their Hands and Seals, in the Preſence of two or more Credible
